WHY NOT ADOPT THE RIGHT-HAND 
RIGHT-OF-W AY PROVISION NOW. 
During the past few days several accidents have 
occured at local street intersections and there can 
be no accurate estimate of the number of cases, 
where perhaps serious collisions were averted by 
narrow margins. 
The Daily, on numerous occasions, has urged the 
city councils of Albany and Decatur to give serious 
consideration to the adoption of 
the 
right-hand 
right-of-way ordinance, now being advocated as a 
national law. 
Under the provisions of the proposed national 
statute, the driver of a machine on the right hand 
lways would have the right-of-way over the driver 
o hie left, except in possible some instances where 
exceptions might be made for one reason or an­ 
other or where traffic is regulated by a light, or 
traffic officer. 
The advantages of the right-hand right-of-way 
proposal are so obvious, the wonder Is that it al­ 
ready has not become national in application. Every 
Iriver of an automobile or any other vehicle has 
faced situations at street ^intersections which, at 
[cast, were uncomfortable. 
When 
accidents 
do 
occur at these intersections frequently there is a 
rontroveruy as to the blame. 
The proposed ordi­ 
nance would eliminate this basis of contention. 
The “stop” signals may help some, but they do 
npt relieve the situation, except where some streets 
arc designated as having right-of-way over an­ 
other; 
To illustrate, suppose the driver of a ma­ 
chine approaches a thoroughfare against which r 
’stop” signal is set. 
He reaches the corner and 
stops his car momentarily, as the law requires, and 
then proceeds into the intersecting street. A car is 
going up or down the intersection street and tlv 
two meet in the intersection. 
Which driver is to 
bh.me? 
Suppose the same drivers were approaching a 
street intersection on which there was no “stop” 
signal, but on which traffic was governed by the 
ight-hand right-of-way law. 
They collide in the 
ntersection. 
There is no possible 
escape 
from 
olame for the driver who approached from the left 
of the other. 
Not only is he, technically guilty of 
h*\ing violated a city ordinance, but he would have 
lit lie standing in court should the adjustment of the 
financial remuneration reach that stage. 
t/hich is better, a hit or miss kind of traffic code, 
or one which is easily understood and which would 
cover that street intersection contingency, which is 
a real hazard for all who drive automobiles and all 
who ride in them? 
The Daily earnestly hopes that 
the aldermen of the Twin Cftiefc will give some 
thought to this question. 
Information could be 
obtained from other cities, perhaps, where the law 
is in effect. 
The Daily has no pretension to ex­ 
pertness in traffic problems, but it does seem to 
this newspaper to be a reasonable proposition to 
have it definitely and clearly understood exactly 
vfho is right and who is wrong when collisions oc­ 
cur, as they do, at street intersections.
